Article  lL—3Iemhership. 

Sec.  1.  This  Club  shall  be  composed  of  Buch

Any  club  failing  to  forward  the  cwo 
last  quarterly  returns  shall  forfeit  representa- 
tion in  Prov.  Club,  and  shall  have  the  names 
of  its  representL'tives  erased  from  the  roll. 
Article  Ul.— Officers. 

Tho  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be— a  Prov.  S 
O  Prov.  J  O,  Prov.  C,  Prov.  Sec.  and  T,  Prov. 
M    and  Prov.  S— who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  servo  for  one  year. 
Article  lY. --Duties  of  Officers.

S  O ;  take  a 
receipt  tor  the  same ;  and  he  shall  give  such 
Bocnrity  for  the  faitbiul  performance  of  his 
duties  as  may  be  re  juired  by  the  Prov.  Club. 
When  retiring  from  office  he  shall  deliver  up  all 
monies,  books,  and  other  documents  to  his 
successor,  or  to  any  other  person  authorized  to 
receive  them.  At  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  office,  or  sooner,  if  called  upon,  ho  shall 
make  out  a  written  report  of  the  state  of  the 
finances  of  the  Prov.  Club. 

C.  The  Prov.  C  shall  attend  the  meetings, 
conduct  the  opening  and  closing  solemnities, 
and  perform  his  part  in  the  initiatory-  cere- 
monies, and  such  other  duties  as  the  office  may 
require.

Sec.  2.  In  voting  by  Clubs  the  Prov.  Sec. 
shall  call  the  roll  of  clubs,  beginning  with  No. 
1,  and    a    majority  of  representatives    shall 
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govern  Iho  vote  of  each  Club.  U  the  ropre- 
sentatives  ot  a  club  are  equally  divided,  its 
vote  fciliall  be  lost.

C!ub  snail  bo  obtained 
by  a  tax  of  three  v^oiit;'  for  each  contributing 
member  of  subordinate  clubs,  payaMe quarterly, 
to  be  sent  with  the  returns  to  thi.^  Frov.  Sec. 
Article  YIII. — Appeals. 

Sec.  1.  All  members  of  clubi-^  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  Prov.  Club,  whose  deci- 
sion shall  bo  final. 

Sec.  2.  Petitions,  appeals,  and  complaints 
to  the  Pro..  Club  must  be  presented  in 
writrng*. 

Sec.  3.  An  appeal  or  complaint  must  be 
accompanied  with  an  abstract  from  the  minutes 
of  the  Club  to  which  the  apeilant  belongs, 
signed  by  the  S  O  and  R  S,  showing  that  notice 
ot  the  appeal  hap  been  duly  given  and  recorded 
in  accordance  w4th  Article  7,  sec.  2,  of  the 
Constitution  of  subordinate  clubs. 

Article  IX. —  Organization  of  New  Clubs. 

Sec.  1.  Applications  for  a  new  club  must  be 
signed  hy  at  least  seven  respectable  persons. 
The  Prov.  S  O  shall  personally,  by  deputy,  or 
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dologntioM,  suporintciKi  tho  ii!st,itutl(  n  uf  OMch 
nt'w  elul). 

Sec.  1:".  Any  deputy  or  doicgution  oi";Ljjanizr 
iMi;'  a  now  club  shall  I'cport  their  ])rocec(Un<2;s 
to  tbo  Prov.  Club  Ihrou^li  tlio  Ti-ov.  S  O,  as 
p'Ooii  as  practicable  tlioroaftor. 

AllTICIVK  X. 

Any  sul'-ordiuate  club  neglecting  to  pay  their 
dues  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  regula-

Club,  shall  be  disqualified  lor  voting,  and  shall 
not  receive  ilie  passvrord  until  they  shall  give 
duo  satisfaction  to  the  Prov.
